« SOME WILD NOTIONS I HAVE KNOWN”

Ev ery y ear, with the o bserv ance o f the birthday s o f W ashing­ 
to n and Linco ln, we are giv en greater and mo re v aried co ntribu­ 
tio ns o f the histo ry o f these no tables, new v iewpo ints, new angles 
as to their character and achiev ements. 
It is not often that comparisons are made. 
That Washing­ 
ton was a greater statesman and American than Abraham Lin­ 
coln is the contention made by Clifford Ray mond in an article in 
Liberty . 
The writer bases his assertion on the fact that Washington, 
a man of aristocratic training and back ground, stak ed his for­ 
tunes and life on the establishment of a democratic government; 
whereas, as he points out, a democratic government was the only 
k ind Lincoln ever k new. 
“What the American people have now as a nation,” the writer 
points out, “came from the character of the Virginian who might 
have been a loy alist, but who founded the American Union. 
It 
was founded by his tenacity in spite of military misfortune; by 
hi* sense of the close national unity which should bind the jealous 
States and didn’t; by his judgment against international senti­ 
mentalism; and by his insistence that Americans learn that they 
lived under a government and not above it. 
“It is not a strange thing,” the writer continues, “that Abra­ 
ham Lincoln was for the maintenance, intact, of a popular gov­ 
ernment. 
It was all he had ever k nown. 
The strange thing is 
that Washington was devoted to the establishment of it. 
He had 
never seen it. 
Lincoln’s motive in government was to save the 
Union; Washington’s motive was to create it." 
Luck ily for the Colonies, George Washington had a wealth 
of military experience before he assumed command of the army 
during the American Revolution. 
“As a colonial soldier,” con­ 
tinues Mr. Ray mond, “Washington had five experiences. 
One 
was when he carried the Virginia ouster orders to St. Pierre, the 
French commanderai Fort le Bieuf, in northwestern Pennsy lvania, 
in this wilderness he virtually brok e new ground for the seaboard 
and tidewater English—and nearly lost his life in dangerous wa­ 
ters. 
His second experience was in command of the Virginia 
expedition to enforce the ouster order. 
“His third experience was with Braddock . 
The crime of 
Braddock ’s defeat followed in the remorseless retreat of the beaten 
British army to Philadelphia. 
Washington, at Winchester in the 
Shenandoah Valley , tried to hold this murderous invasion back 
rl his was his fourth experience and probably the worst of the five 
Washington’s fifth experience was with General Forbes, who to »k 
possession of Fort Duq uesne and made it Fort Pitt.“ 
At our Rotary club luncheon Rev. Earl B. Jewell of Pa.wies 
ville spok e of Washington and said he had all the attributes of a 
pood Rotarían. 
Wooctrow Wilson’s history of the American peo­ 
ple records the fact that Washington was poorly paid as eom- 
mander-in-chief and as chief executive of the nation. 
The fact 
is, the Continental Congress was “brok e.” The Congress adopted 
high-sounding resolutions to cover the lean condition of its treas­ 
ury . Washington's self sacrifice, service and idealism built the re 
public on enduring foundations. He faced ingratitude, envy , etc., 
with as clear and calm a spirit as the other extremes of laudation.

The Statq Highway Commission reports a case where it was 
graveling a certain road recently and the 1500 y ards of gravel tc 
the mile of a 24 foot roadway , was such a success that local offi­ 
cials decided to gravel a township road leading thereto, which wai 
a good grade 18 feet wide. 
On the theory that if a little grave 
was a good thing more would be better, they put 18 00 y ards t< 
the mile and now have a road that is about as unsatisfactory a? 
it can be, and that will req uire y ears of travel and the wasting ol 
a large amount of the sand and gravel in the ditches, before it be­ 
comes a satisfactory highway . 
If the amount placed on one mill 
had been spread over three miles, a splendid road, three times as 
long would have been the result. All experience dmonstrates that 
for a 24 foot grade with heavy traffic 1200 to 1500 y ards is am­ 
ple. 
For a road with light traffic 600 to 9 00 y ards is as much as 
should be put on at first. 
When this is work ed into the subgrade 
thoroughly , the application of 200 to 400 y ards mak es the road 
ideal, if properly maintained. County and township officials wil. 
do well to put on not over 600 to 8 00 y ards of gravel on some of 
the narrow gumbo roads. 
The result will be a splendid road suit­ 
able for horse as well as automobile traffic.

E v e r y year, with the observance of the birthdays of W ashing­ 
ton and Lincoln, we are given greater and more varied contribu­ 
tions of the history of these notables, new viewpoints, new angles 
as to their character and achievements. 
It is not often that comparisons are made. 
That W ashing­ 
ton was a greater statesman and American than Abraham Lin­ 
coln is the contention made by Clifford Raymond in an article in 
Liberty. 
The w riter bases his assertion on the fact that Washington, 
a man of aristocratic training and background, staked his for­ 
tunes and life on the establishment of a democratic governm ent; 
whereas, as he points out, a democratic government was the only 
kind Lincoln ever knew. 
“W hat the American people have now as a nation,” the w riter 
points out, “came from the character of the Virginian who might 
have been a loyalist, but who founded the American Union. 
It 
was founded by his tenacity in spite of military m isfortune; by 
his sense of the close national unity which should bind the jealous 
States and didn’t; by his judgm ent against international senti­ 
mentalism ; and by his insistence that Americans learn that they 
lived under a government and not above it. 
“It is not a strange thing,” the w riter continues, “that A bra­ 
ham Lincoln was for the maintenance, intact, of a popular gov­ 
ernment. 
It was all he had ever known. 
The strange thing is 
that Washington was devoted to the establishment of it. 
He had 
never seen it. 
Lincoln’s motive in government was to save tho 
Union; W ashington’s motive was to create it.” 
Luckily for the Colonies, George Washington had a wealth 
of military experience before he assumed command of the arm y 
during the American Revolution. 
“As a colonial soldier,” con­ 
tinues Mr. Raymond, “W ashington had five experiences. 
One 
was when he carried the Virginia ouster orders to St. Pierre, the 
Trench commander at Fort Ie Bieuf, in northwestern Pennsylvania. 
In this wilderness he virtually broke new ground for the seaboard 
and tidewater English— and nearly lost his life in dangerous wa­ 
ters. 
His second experience was in command of the Virginia 
expedition lo enforce the ouster order. 
“His third experience was with Braddock. 
The crime of 
Braddock’s defeat followed in the remorseless retreat of the beaten 
British arm y to Philadelphia. 
Washington, at W inchester in the 
Shenandoah Valley, tried to hold this murderous invasion back. 
This was his fourth experience and probably the worst of the five. 
W ashington’s fifth experience was with General Forbes, who took 
possession of Fort Duquesne and made it Fort P itt.” 
At our Rotary club luncheon Rev. Earl B. Jewell of P ain e s­ 
ville spoke of Washington and said he had all the attributes of a 
good Rotarian. 
Woodrow Wilson’s history of the American peo­ 
ple records the fact that W ashington was poorly paid as com­ 
mander-in-chief and as chief executive of the nation. 
The fact 
is, the Continental Congress was “broke.” 
The Congress adopted 
high-sounding resolutions to cover the lean condition of its treas­ 
ury. 
W ashington’s self sacrifice, service and idealism built the re­ 
public on enduring foundations. 
He faced ingratitude, envy, etc., 
with as clear and calm a spirit as the other extremes of laudation.

T he State Highway Commission reports a ca>e where it was 
graveling a certain road recently and the 1500 yards of gravel tc 
the mile of a 24 foot roadway, was such a success that local offi­ 
cials decided to gravel a township road leading thereto, which was 
a good grade 18 feet wide. 
On the theory that if a little grave 
was a good thing more would be better, they put 1800 yards tc 
the mile and now have a road that is about as unsatisfactory as 
it can be, and that will require years of travel and the wasting ol 
a large amount of the sand and gravel in the ditches, before it be­ 
comes a satisfactory highway. 
If the amount placed on one mile 
had been spread over three miles, a splendid road, three times as 
long would have been the result. 
All experience dm onstrates that 
for a 24 foot grade with heavy traffic 1200 to 1500 yards is am ­ 
ple. 
For a road with light traffic 600 to 900 yards is as much as 
should be put on at first. 
When this is worked into the subgrade 
thoroughly, the application of 200 to 400 yards makes the road 
ideal, if properly maintained. 
County and township officials wil. 
do well to put on not over 600 to 800 yards of gravel on some of 
the narrow gumbo roads. 
The result will be a splendid road suit­ 
able for horse as well as automobile traffic.— South Dakota H igh­ 
way Bulletin.

New York, Feb. 23.- Major league club owners are complaining among 
themselves that their business affairs are being injured by newspaper pub­ 
licity. 
Only the quaint business mind of a baseball magnate could imagine 
such a tiling. 


They do not complain about the advertising that all tho money In base­ 
ball’s treasure chest could not pay for in the publication in thousands of 
newspapers of large bulky schedules, daily box scores, batting and pitching 
averages and the thousands of special feature articles that appear through­ 
out the year. 


They do not figure the immense value of the space turned over to them 
gratis and neither do they figure the immense sum of money required to pay 
the salaries of all tho men who are engaged exclusively in the writing of 
Im shoal I news. 


I hey have no complaint to make when the sport editor accepts routine 
handouts about spring training dates, ordinary trades, sales, features and 
other matters that they want printed but when a xvriter is forced to use a 
little judgment of his own in the absence of facts they do complain. 
The difficulty started when, in the period of prosperity following the xvar, 
the government was exacting excess profits taxes, they started to buy pheu- 
otns from the minor leagues for outlandish prices. 
When it was reported that the Giants paid $100,000 for Jimmy O’Connell 
it read well and was good publicity for the Giants. 
Rut when other clubs went to the market for other prize rookies they 
wore asked prices they thought beyond all reason, 
“ Why, your fellow isn’t worth $10,000,” they would tell the minor mag- 
nato. 


“ If that O’Connell is worth $100,000 to the Giants my fellow would he 
worth $150,000 because lie is just what you need to make a pennant winner,” 
they would ho told.

The whole thing comes down to one point—the magnates want to have 
printed what they like and they don’t like to see published the things that 
interest the public most. 
Officials of the New York Yankees are aroused now because the papers 
estimated that Ty Cobb must have received $75,000 for signing with the 
Philadelphia Athletics. 
This estimate was made on confidential tips on what 
tile other bidding clubs were willing to pay for him. 
It happened at the time that Babe Ruth, a $52,000 a year man, had to be 
signed to a new contract and hearing that Cobb w as to get $75,000 for a 
year’s work with the Athletics, the Babe modestly suggested that he was 
worth $100,000. 
' ’T 
Yankee officials intimated that Cobb's $75,000 was grossly inflated and 
they complained that the publication of exaggerated and unconfirmed re­ 
ports would cost them plenty money in signing the Babe. 
And the comeback is: “ Why didn’t Connie Mack let the press know just 
xvhat he paid Cobb.” 
That might be considered M ack’s private business but the m agnates can­ 
not deprive the baseball w riters of the exercise of Judgment in their own 
private business. 
The policy of secrecy that is followed in so many of baseball affairs is 
‘ of injury to them and not “ inflated publicity.”
